Gabriele D’Annunzio once wrote a novel 
called "II Fuoco.” translated as “The 
Flame." And in that name is summed up 
the life’s story of one of the greatest poets 
of modern times. Whatever D’Annunzio 
has done he has done feverishly, every 
ounce of his nerve force thrown into the 
thing in hand. "My works, Tnnocente,’ 
‘Trionfo della Morte,’ ‘Vergine della Roccie,’ 
he toys somewhere, were written in the 
convent of Santa Maria Maggiore at 
Francavilla. This was a period of almost 
febrile work. Sometimes I worked for 
eighteen hours out of the twenty-four, while 
Michetti stood sentinel and made his rounds 


with his gun to keep off intruders. The 
door of the house was barricaded, and 
Michetti used to enter a window by means 
of a ladder, carrying with him eggs and 
apples, which I used to cook over a little 
stove." 

Much of this was the merest pose, of 
course, but when we make sufficient allow- 
ance for affectation, still we are confronted 
by the fact that the poet burned up energy 
in a very fever of production. The "Figlia 
di Jorio” was written in 1903: "I wrote 

it in thirty-three days, during the summer, 
and I wrote furiously." 

In a word about his personal habits he 
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has remarked that “at the beginning of my 
literary life I used to drink tea or coffee 
to excess, taking ten or fifteen cups during 
one night, and once, when I was engaged 
on the ‘Allegoria dell' Autonno,’ I kept 
myself going by lumps of sugar dipped in 
ether.” 

Here in these glimpses of D’Annunzio 
at work we have sufficient explanations of 
D'Annunzio the patriot at Fiume, without 
having to ascribe to him madness. Thea- 
trical, yes; he has always been theatrical. 


Even his statement that “the summer is, 
for me the best time for work — all my 
works have been written during that lovely 
time’’ — even here we have the theatricality 
of the D’Annunzio pose, as also in his 
exaggarated love of soft and sensuous 
modes of living. But it will require more 
than this to justify the statement of the 
literary critic who asserted to the writer 
the other day that the American vaudeville 
agency that does not book the “mad” poet 
will have made a colossal blunder.

Is there any among those mellow folk, 
the humorists, who write quaintly of the 
weather when there is nothing more elusive 
to treat of, who has not wondered concern- 
ing the whereabouts of what their conceit 
likes to term the "old-fashioned winter”? 
They will lead their reader by guile of 
Phrase to the point of general agreement 
that winters are not what they once were 
(and, for that matter, are likely never to 
be again); that old-fashionedness in a win- 
ter is made up of weeks on end of sleigh- 
ing, of the submergence of fences beneath 
vast snow reaches, of eaves that send rows 
ef glistening runners to the ground, of un- 
limited stores of pear preserves and pic- 
calilli in Aunt Sarah’s cellar, and of bushels 
of apples and potatoes in accessible pits — 


with everybody in the immensest good 
humor. 

But on the more tangible theme of why 
the old-fashioned winter continues to elude 
us, and of its present harborage, the hu- 
morist chooses to be vague. It is the 
merest vagary, because he knows as well as 
you or I that at any time it can be found 
in that strange land of the "Seventies," 
which is bounded on its farther coasts 
by the What-not frontiers, which in turn 
adjoin the Horse-hair marches, and on this 
side by the plushery of Family Albuminaria, 
and the principality of Wristlets. Here it 
remains, apparently in the soundest state, 
but really with a crimp in its health, due 
to overwork of the Januaries.

hard winter of the “seventies" — it may be 
’seventy-four, or ’seventy-six — or again it 
may be 'seventy-nine. Whatever the year, 
January was given the heavy role, with the 
result that even if one were to let an old- 
fashioned winter make a start today it 
would come a cropper in January. 

It would do no better, indeed, than those 
bold spirits among the modern winters, 
which attempt to emulate the deeds of the 
old-fashioned winters. I have in mind par- 
ticularly the winter of two years ago. That 
lusty fellow started out with great gusto. 
It shattered rain schedules, as the exigen- 
cies of political office wreck the promises of 
a campaign speech; it held entire towns 
snow-bound; it taught a new generation the 
art of applying a dexterous snow-shovel — 
and for a time it silenced the grand-fathers 
of America on the topic of the hard win- 
ters of the ’seventies. But it c*. ild not 
keep up the pace. A few weeks of bluster 
and mock-zeroics and its boh was shot, 
and the old men who voted for Tilden and 
Hayes, and saw the resumption of specie 
payments, laughed until their sardonic 
mirth made them shake in their Congress 
shoes. The break did not come in Jan- 


uary. as usually happens with the modern 
winter — hut the very fact that by dint of 
great puffing and blowing it held off until 
February only heightens the comic effect 
of the collapse when it did come.

For one 
thing we can go along as we have been 
doing, waiting for the old-timers to die off. 
But Doctor VoronofFs gland implantation 
has pushed this time into the background 
at least one hundred years, and I for one 
(and I believe there are thousands who will 
agTee with me) am likely to succumb be- 
fore many years to the cumulative effects of 
the humorists* constantly repeated query, 
"What has become of the old-fashioned 
winter?” not to mention the weird music 
which the folks who have long memories 
diligently wheedle out of the one string of 
their asthmatic fiddle.
